John Boyd Thacher Begins Active Work 
Governing Principles Adopted. 
John Boyd Thacher installed his. Bureau of 
Awards yesterday on the third floor of Pavil- 
ion B, Administration Buildma, and began 
active work. Concerning his department and 
his work Mr. Thacher talked entertainingly. 
There will be thirteen subordinate depart- 
ments, corresponding to the thirteen great 
departments of exhibition. The- principle 
which will govern the giving of awards is the 
merit of the exhibit as compared with a fixed 
standard of excellence, and not with the ex- 
hibit of a competitor. The routine of making 
an award will be as follows: The Executive

‘The diploma which will accom the 
medal has an elaborate allegorical ign 
about the border, leaving space in the center 
for the statement of excellence of the exhibit, 
The figures are the work of Will H. Low, are 
printed from steel, and are said to be ex- 
ceptionally fine. Thesize of the diploma is 
18x16 inches and the material India paper. 
The diploma will Be signed by the judge mak- 
ing the award and countersigned by persons 
yet to be selected. It has been suggested that 
possibly President Palmer of the National 
Commussion and the Secretary of State may 
be these countersigners. 

One of the figures represents Columbus in a 
galley. Europe. Asia, Africa, and Australia, 
represented by female figures, ply the oars. 
Columbus steers. A femaie figure in the bow 
reaches forward towards an arch through 
which is seen the buildings of the Exposition. 
America is represented by a female figure re- 
clining with her right arm on the neck of a 
bison. She wears asword on her right side, 
symbolizing the fact that, while she is armed, 
it is not expected that occasion will rise for 
theuse of the weapon. The old civilization is 
represented by a comely youth, who leans over 
an Indian boy, representing American civiliza- 
tion, and teaches him his letters. : 
It is not likely that judges of awards will be 
appointed until June, as nominations by for- 
eign Commissioners will probable not be in 
until that time.

The Cause of the Big Four Wreck at Wa- 
bash Showm on Inquest. 
Terre Hautes, Ind., April 26.—The testimony

PICTURE OF COLUMBUs. 
Portrait of the Navigator Believed to Have 


Been Found in Ohio, — 

An original portrait ot Columbus has been 
found, it is claimed, at Alliance, O. It is said 
to be the work of Francesco Muzzoli, an 
artist of the early part of the sixteenth cent- 
ury. The portrait, it is stated, was found by 
Dr. O. N. Hartshorn in 1866 at the Royal Gal- 


lery in Naples. He, as the story is told, was 
by the name Columbus

painted for Cardinal Alexandre Farnese, a 
nephew of Phillip II. of Spain. At the death of

INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT INDIA. 


The Distribution of the Population—A 
Country Big Enough for Its Millions. 


its population were communicated the other 
day by the Census Commissioner of India to 
the Royal Statistical Society of London. By 
these it appears that the entire population of 
that country is a little less than 288,000,000. 
It is an enormous population, but it inhabits 
a vast country. The mean density is 
184 to the square mile. Forty-six millions of 
the people live in the proportion of 600 and 
over to the square mile, while 36,000,000 are 
distributed one and a half to the acre. In the 
latter case there are very material points as 
to the great fertility of the soil, and the wide 
variety of occupations to be found upon it, to 
be considered in instituting comparisons. As 
to the most densely populated regions, those 


easiest means of livelihood, Europe has three 
countries, Great Britain, Saxony, and Bel- 
gium, where there is a density 1 population 
not much less. Thirty-eight anda half mil- 
lions of peopie in Europe live in the propor- 
tion of from 500 to 600 to the square mile. The 
extraordinary pressure of one and a halfheads 
of population to the acre is confined to sume 
districts of Bengal, the does not effect one- 
sixth of the whule people. 

In the matter of town to coun- 
try population, India presents a marked con- 
trast to 8 and the Western countries 
generally. hile in Europe the towns are all 
the time draining the country of its people, 
the direct contrary is the case in India. In 
England, for example, 53 per cent of the pop- 
ulation live in towns of 20,000 inhabitants or 
over; in India only 4% per cent of the popu- 
lation are so congregated in cities. Even in- 
cluding. the smallest towns, which have been 
so classed for municipal purposes, only 10 per 
cent of India’s people are town dwellers. 

Another interesting fact shown by the cen- 
sus returrsis that the Indian people are not 


numbered in the last census were enumerated 
in the place where they were born and 6 per 
dent more in the region contiguous to their 
birthplace. Change of domicile seems to be 
adopted only where the emigrants can keep 
within immediate touch of their former home. 
The people do not migrate to distant 
great capabilities of the country 
are well shown by the fact that in the most 
densely populated tracts the increase of popu- 
lation since the last census has bee. 8 per 
cent. The greatest increase was 1344 per 
cent. This shows that the increase of popula- 
tion is quite normal; and the whole seculas of 
the census show the growth is no way in 
excess of the means of support, ae is largely 
the case in parts of Europe, while there is

Very soon 
every storekeeper sold whisky, and made 
most of his profits from ite sale; people drank 
for local patriotism and the lawbreakers were 


in such perfect sympathy with the moral 


sense of the community that it became impos- 
sible to convict them. 
‘Then a few livenses were granted in town- 
ships near the gold fields, and little by tittle 
the practice was extended until any person of 
good character might have a license, and the 


government eventually entirely gave up the 


attempt to compel men to teetotalism. The 
revenue was at once greatly increased and the 
consumption of liquor began steadily to de- 
cline. here drunkenness was the rule, be- 
cause men drank to show their dislike of au 
unpopular law, it became actually rare. As 
the population gréw the licensing system was 
perfected and properly safe ed, and sta- 
tistics year by yedr show consump- 
tion of alcohol per head of population has 
steadily diminished. Just recently a modified 
form of local option was introduced in some 


parts of the colony as a measure of concilia-

STATUE UNVEILED OF THE PATRON | 


GENIUS OF NAVAL WARFARE, 


Brief Ceremonies at Battery Park, New 
York, in the Formal Presentation of 
the Statue to the City—Swedish Societies 
Conducted the Exercises and Miss An- 
dersen Formally Uncovered the Figure 
Monument Unveiled of John James 
Audubon, 45 

Nuw York, April 28.—A tribute of honor to 
the son of another country, whose genius be- 
friended us in time of surest need, constituted 
the first formality in the Columbian fete of to- 
day. While the fleet was slowly waking into 
life in the harbor this morning, on shore the 
air was rent with the music of bands, and prep- 
arations were being madetounveil the statue 
of Ericsson, As early as 7:30 o'clock the 
members of the New York and Brooklya 

Swedish singing societies assembled in Union 

Square and marched down Broad way to the 

Battery to assist in the ceremonies, Half an 

hour before the Swedish Societies drew up to 


the stand the monitor Miantonomah took up 


a position near at hand for the purpose of fir- 
ing the gun salute at the unveiling. Two of 
its marines came ashore and were stationed 
with the signal flag at gn elevation to give 
notice to the gunners at the proper time. The 
exercises began at 10:20 o’clock with the sing- 
ing of “Columbia” by the Swedish singers 
assembled, after which the Rev. Mr. Krotell 
delivered prayer. Ashley Cole read the act 
authorizing the erection of the statue and then 
brought forward Miss Esselinda Andersen, 
the young lady selected by the Swedish or- 
ganizations to unveil the statue. Miss Ander- 
sen took the cord attached to the flags cover- 
mg the statue and as she gave a sharp pull 
they fell apart and were puiled down, reveal- 
ing the figure of the great inventor. At the 
same time cheers arose from the en- 
thusiastic crowd as a greeting’ to 
the representation of the illus- 
trious Swede. The signal men from the 
Miantonomah gave their signal; Mr. Cole 
moved his kerchief, and the salute from 
the monitor roared out. Mr. Cole, formally 
addressing Mr. Paul Dana, President of the 
Park Board, delivered the statue to the cus- 
tody of the city.

‘BIBLICAL MANUSCRIPT FOUND. 


Discovery of the Earliest Syriac Version of 
| the New Testament, 8 
The Independent; We are very glad that we 
are able to give information, which we have 
not yet seen in print in this country or abroad, 
of the discovery of an extremely important 
biblica] manuscript, one of the Curetonian 
Syriac New Testament. We are not yet in- 
formed whether it contains the whole New 
Testament. vr not, but it does contain 
at least the four gcspels substantially 
complete. It is a palimpsest manuscript, and 
the work of reading it is not easy. The Cure- 
tonian is the earliest Syriac version of the New 
Testament, going back, it is believed, into the 
second century, and was replaced in common 
use by the Peshitto, which is the ordinary 
Syriac. version, and hitherto the most valua- 


dle of all the versions of the New Testament.

READING BOND ISSUE PROPOSED. 


Committee Suggests Negotiating $30,000,- 
000 at 6 Per Cent. 
New Yorx, April 26,—A plan has been pre- 
pared and was today submitted to a joint 
meeting ot the committees for the general 
mortgage bondholders and the income bond- 
hulders for the financial relief of the Reading 
railroad. The plan isto make a new issue of 
bonds for $30,000,000 to bear 6 per cent inter- 
est, and to be alien after the general mortgage 
bonds and ahead of the income bonds, They 
are to be offered to present security-holders 
at 95, and a syndicate has been made up to 
take those not subscribed for. Total sub- 
scriptions now reach $27,000,000, the largest 
subscribers being Drexel & Co, and Drexel, 
Morgan & Co. It is calculated this scheme 
‘will provide the Reading with $10,500,000 
working capital. The bond issue would ob- 
viate an expensive reorganization, and would 
render unnecessary the use of receivers’ cer- 
tificates. The plan was favorably received by 
the Bondholders’ committee,and when it is 
fully matured the committee will meet to de- 
termine whether to recommend it to the bond- 
holders.

supporters of the administration, that when 
Lincoln called McClellan to the command of 
the defenses of Washington he had to do it 
against the united vote of his Cabinet, and 
against the protests of almost, if not quite, a 
united party in Congress and in the country. 
However earnestly Lincoln may have desired 
to support McClellan thereafter, he was great- 
ly weakened in his ability todo so. His let- 
ters to McClellan during the Peninsular cam- 
paign are an interesting study. All of them 
are singularly generous and never offensive, 
aad exhibit the sincerést desire of the Presi- 
dent to render McClellan every support 
possible without exposing Washington to 
reasonable perii of capture, Only a week be- 
fore this political letter was written McCiellan 
had addressed Stanton a long letter, in which 
he said: If I save this army now I tell you 
plainly that I owe no thanks to you or any 
other persons in Washi n. You have done 
your best to sacrifice this army. That Mo- 
everything wit m patriotic purposes, 
and with intended loyalty to every Ido 
not doubt. 

Wen Pope was defeated and routed and 
driven back into the intrenchments of Wash- 
ington, in this emergency. Lincoln braved the 
unanimous hostility of his Cabinet and all his 
political friends by calling upon McClellan in 
person in Washington asking bim to take 
command of the defenses of the capital, which 
practically gave him command of the entire 
army while it was defending 1 
It was not a difficult matter to defend the 
capital with the complete system of intrench- 
ments constructed by McUlellan. There were 
a score of Generals in the army who could 
have done that, but what tho ar. ay needed 


as a military organizer. In this severe trial 
Lancoln was not forgetful of his duties as Com- 
mander-in-Chief. The 3d of September, the day 
after assigning McClellan to the command of 
the defenses of Washington, he issued an order 
to Gen. Halleck directing him to proceed with 
all 8282 dispatch to organize an army for 
active operations to take tield against the 
enemy.

After the battle of Antietam there was con- 
tinued dispute between Lincoln and Mce- 
Clellan, arising from what Lincoln believed 
to be tardiness on the part of the commander 
of the army to pursue the enemy. The eman- 
cipation proclamation speedily followed Me- 
Clellan’s victory at Antietam and that rather 
intensified the opposi litical views of the 
friends of Lincoln lelian, In a pri- 
vate letter, written by McClellan on 
26, and given in his own book (page 615), 
McClellan said: The President's late proc- 
lamation, the continuation of Stanton and 
Halleck in office, rendered it almost impos- 
sible for me to retain my commission and 
self-respect at the same time,“ and McClellan 
did not soften the asperities of the occasion 
by an address to his army, issued Oct. 7, de- 
fining the relations of those in the military 
service toward the civil authorities. He said:

never exhibited even a shadow of resentment 
in anything that he said or did, so far as we 
haye any record, and on the 13th of October 
he wrote an elaborate letter to McClellan, in 
which he temperately but thoroughly 
discussed all the strategic lines of McClelian’s 
prospective advances into Virginia, 2 
the most complete fam iliarity not only wi 
the country that the army was to occupy but 
with all the accepted rules of modern warfare. 
This controversy culminated in McClellan’s 
removal from his command on the 5th of No- 
vember, 1862, and that dated the end of his 


military career.

THE E MAYOR'S OPPORTUNITY. 

It is refreshing to see the police employed 
in tearing up railroad tracks laid in defiance 
of the orders of the Council. The prompt- 
ness and decision shown by Mayor Harrison 
in his dealings with the Pennsylvania com- 
pany in the Town of Lake deserve praise. Of 
course he only did. his duty, but itis some 
time since the city authorities have performed 
their duty when railroad companies were con- 
cerned. The change of policy is gratifymg. 

It is to be hoped that the Mayor will avail 
himself of this opportunity to close up satis- 
factorily to the city the long controversy with 
the Pennsylvania company. That road wishes 
to lay the tracks torn up the other night and 
also other tracks which it has not yet at- 
tempted to put down. They are needed so 
that it can carry on its large and increasing 
business. Its offieers stated last December 
that they were required so that freight and 
passengers might be handled to advantage 
during this year. The longer the company 
has to wait the more it will be hampered by 
the lack of these tracks. This is a good time, 
therefore, to impress on the road the wisdam 
of dealing fairly with the city. 

The company wants to be given the exclu. 
sive use of Stewart avenue. If u gets it it 
should give the city a new street. Itis ready 
to do that. But that does not solve the prob- 
lem of street crossings. “There will be some- 
thing like 100 tracks, most of them those of 
the Pennsylvania road, to be crossed by every 
one traveling from the Town of Lake over 
into Hyde Park south of Forty-third street or 
back again, There have been many lives lost 
at those crossings in the past. There will be 
more in the future, especially when the num- 
ber of tracks is increased. . 

Last year the Pennsylvania company pro- 
tessed its willingness to build viaducts at 
several street crossings. The then Mayor re- 
fused to entertain thé proposition, insisting 
on the elevation of the tracks. The road re- 
fused to do it. The problem of making safe a 
long stretch of crossings through the Town of 
Lake has been left to Mayor Harrison, who 
said in his platform that he would if elected 
demand of the railroad corporations speedy 
and cordial coéperation in plans for the abate- 
ment of the evil.” Here is an excellent op- 
portunity to consider in conjunction with one 
of the greatest railroads which enter this city 
the question of making street crossings safe. 
There cannot be a better time than this. The 
road wants something badly. So does the 
city. They should codperate in making an 
arrangement which will free citizens from the 
perpetual danger of death or mutilation. — 

The Mayor must not stop short with getting 
a new street in place of the one the railroad 


wishes to occupy. He must dispose of the 


grade crossing question so far as the Pennsyl- 
vania road is concerned. - 


THE CHINESE EXCLUSION | ACT. 

Congress passed in May, of lastyear an act 
extending for ten years the laws forbidding 
Chinese to come into this country and also re- 
quiring every Chinese laborer then lawfully 
here in the United States to get within a year 
a certificate of residence from the Collector 
of Internal Revenue of the district in which 
he lived. It was provided, further, that if he 
failed to get it he should be ** deemed and ad- 
judged to be unlawfully within the United 
States and may be arrested and taken before 
a United States Judge whose duty it is made 
to order him to be shipped out of 
the country unless he can prove that 
he actually was a resident of the 
United States when the act was passed and 
failed to get his certificate through accident, 
sickness, or some other good cause. Chinese 
who make their way into the country in viola- 
tion of the provisions of this and other laws 
are liable on arrest and conviction to impris- 
onment at hard labor for not over a year and 
then to be deported. _. 

It is the duty of the Treasury Department 
to make rules and regulations to carry oat 


this act, and it was ordered by Secretary Fos- 


ter that two reputable white witnesses should 
swear to the application of each Chinaman for 
his certificate, and that his@hotograph should 
be taken so that there might be no trading in 
certificates. Of the 103,000 Chinese laborers 
in the country only a few hundred have regis- 
tered, chiefly because the Six Companies or- 
dered them not to, Hopmg that they might 
change their minds if the regulations were 
made less severe Secretary Carlisie directed 
that the photograph be not required and that 
one witness be sufficient.. There has been no 
rush to get registeretn. 

If the law is not complied with by May 1 
the authorities can urrest the Chinese and 
take them before a Judge. Should that be 
done the time of the United States Judges in 
the large cities will be taken up with these 
cases, If the Celestials are found guilty it 
will be necessary to ship them to China, but 
the appropriation is insufficient. This being 
the state of affairs, it is probable that the. 
Treasury officials are very willing that the law 
imposing this labor on them should be passed 
on by the Supreme Court so that they may 
gain a little time at least. , 

Eariy next week one or two Chinamen who 
have failed to register will be arrested. They 


will apply for a writ of habeas corpus and the 


question of the constitutionality of the law 
will be brought before the Supreme Court 
week after next. Some lawyers have told the 
Chinese that the court will decide in their 
favor, but that does not seem likely. It may 
pick some flaws in it, but it will hardly take 
the ground that Congress cannot make such 
regulations as it sees fit regarding a certain 
class of aliens. Congress can refuse them ad- 
mittance altogether. It can send them away 
if they are here or it can prescribe the condi- 
tions on which they can stay. Even if the ac- 
tion of Congress should be in violation of a 
treaty that does not give the court authority 
to set aside the law. 

Probably the Treasury officers would not 
be grieved if the law were declared unconsti- 
tutional. But while they do not expect that 
they hope that a decision sustaining it will 
convince those who have influence over the 
Chinese that it is useless for them to resist 
and that they will be deported if they do not 
obey. If they remain obstinate it is possible 
that no effort will be made to enforce the law 
unless there is a popular demand for it, It 
says the offlcers may arrest not that they 
must.“ There are in this city about 3,000 


‘Chinese laborors, of whom a dozen are regis- 


tered. To arrest these, try them, pay their 
transportation to San Francisco, and the ex-

The elemeuts are on the side of New Vork 
just now and against Chicago.

It is pleasant to learn that the American ones 
were handled fauitlessly during the trip, not 
more 6o than those composing the English 
squadron, but fully as well, and better than 
the other foreign men of war. The trip from 
the lower bay to the North River was marred 
by no accidents. It was in accordance with 
the eternal fitness of things that while these 
great ironclads were passing up the river 
yesterday morning the statue of John Erics- 
son, the designer of the Monitor, should be 
unveiled,

and the foreign ones on the New York side.

the battle-ships and cruisers of England. 


France, Spain, Italy, Russia, and other na- 
tions, with those of the United States. It may 
be that after he is through with the review he 
will be firm in the belief that the best policy. 
of this country will ke to build ships a little 
more rapidly than it has been doing, so that 
the Amirican navy, admirable as far as it 
goes, may have at least twice as many ships 
with which to welcome foreign fleets as now. 

The receptions and balls which were held 
yesterday or which will be held teday were 
attended by and interested only a few, com- 
paratively speaking. The spectacle of the 
ships in bay and river was, and will be, beheld 
by hundreds of thousands, and so great is the 
interest taken in sights of that kind nearly 
every American would be in New York if he 
could. It was impossible to get boats enough 
to carry from Baltimore and Washington to 
Fortress Monroe the persons who wished to 
go there to see the naval rendezvous. There 
are not boats enough in New York harbor to- 
day to accommodate the multitudes in their 
eagerness to get out upon the water and view 
the ships. Those wno cannot go will at least 
have the consolation of. D the thunder 
of the cannon. lel 

And now when thie’ ceremonies at New York 
are over may the pleasant weather, which will 


be needed there no longer, come here and stay 


here through Saturday and Monday, and as 
much longer as is possible. Like poor 
Ophelia, we have had enough of water. 


“THE OPENING OF THE FAIR, 
The preliminary arrargements for the 
opening of the World’s Fair are now sub- 


stantially complete. Ihe ceremonies will bo 
simple and yet impressive. The great White 


City, standing in all its majesty and beauty, 
tells its own story. It needs no profuse or 
showy pageant to dedicate its completion or 
explain its uses. And, again, the elaborate 
dedicatory display of last fall has obviated 
any necessity for a repetition. On that occa- 
sion Chicago showed what it could do in the 
way of pageantry, and the great crowds will 
understand why the exercises of May 1 are 
madesosimple 

Chicago, however, will aot be lacking in 
parades and displays That object lesson in 
patriotism, the old Liberty Bell, which has. 
been loaned to the Fair by the people of Phil- 
adelphia, will arrive here Friday evening and 


will be accorded a fitting reception by Chica- 


go’s patriotic citizens. There will be an im- 
mense throng at the depot when the bell ar- 
rives, and the procession will be of an impos- 
img character. It once before has left Phila- 
delphia upon a similar mission, byt the New 
Orleans Exposition was a local one and not to 
be compared with the Columbian Fair in its 
world-wide significance. No true American 
can fail to respond enthusiastically to its 
legend: “Proclaim liberty throughout the 
land unto all the inhabitants thereof.” As 
one of the exhibits in the Fair it will hold an 
honored place, and it unquestionably will 
make the Pennsylvania house the center of 
popular interest during the next six months. 
On Saturday the Duke of Veragua and his 
party will arrive, and will be escorted to the 


Auditorium by a detachment of artillery, cav- 


alry, and infantry, where the descendant of 
Columbus will be presented with the freedom 
of the city by the Mayor. An hour later the 
President of the United States will arrive. 
He does not need the freedom of the city. He 
has been here before, and will find the latch- 
string ont and ineet with a genuine Western 
welcome. He will be escorted to his hotel 
with fitting display, and on Monday a troop 
of cavalry will do the honors en route to the 
Fair grounds. The exercises there will be of 
a simple character. The musical program, 
under the direction of Mr. Thomas, will be of 
achoral nature, and the numbers selected are 
of a stately character befitting the occasion. 


After prayer, the reading of a poem, and ad- 


dresses by the Director-General and Presi- 
dent Cleveland, the latter will press the lit- 
tle button. The great engine will start upon 
its long six months toil, flags, banners, and 
gonfaions will be flung to the breeze as 255 
magic all over the beautiful White City, and 

amid the applause of the assembled thousands 
the great Fair will be declared open. Im- 
mediately after this memorable occurrence the 
Woman’s Building will be dedicated to its 


uses. Inu some respects this ceremony will be 


the novel feature on the great opening day. De- 
signed and decorated by women, and devoted 
to an illustration of the progress made by 


women, it was eminently fitting that women 


should dedicate it. The music will consist 
of original compositions by women, the ode 
will be a woman’s production, and addresses 
will be made by prominent women from En- 
gland, Scotland, Ireland, Russis, Germany, 
Spain, and Italy, and by Mrs, Potter Palmer, 
who has been the presiding genius of the

MORE JUDGES FOR COOK COUNTY. 

A bill has been introduted to give this 
county, which has twenty Judges now, ten 
more. This would mean an addition of $70,- 
000 yearly to the expenses of the county for ju- 
dicial salaries alone. It would be necessary 
to pay out as much more for clerks, bailiffs, 
rent of court-rooms, ete. There is not one 
provision in the bill, however, designed to in- 
crease the court fees and make ye Goaria more 


nearly self-sustaining, 


The reason assigned for this 50 per cent in- 
crease in the number of Judges is that the 
courts are two or three years behind and 
never will catch up otherwise, Various addi- 
tions to the number of Judges have been 
made for that reason since 1872, but the 


- Courts never have caught up. They are far- 


ther behind than ever. Judging by the past 
it is probable that if this bill were to pass five 
years hence the courts would be more than 
three years behind, 

Levees are built along the banks of the 
Mississippi to restrain its waters. The bed of 
the river rises and the levees have to be raised 
also. Finally there comes a time when a fur. \ 
ther increase of their height is impossible. 
The wiser plan is not to seek to confine the 
waters in one channel but to provide many 
outlets for the floods. So it would be wiser 
t> seek to lessen the flood of litigation than 
to endeavor to keep it down by this constant 


addition of new Judges. There seems to be 


a general belief that the volume of litigation 
can be lessened. Why not see if that actually 
is the case, and if so take the necessary shape. 
to that end? 

What should be done is to make a critical 
examination of the cases disposed of ducing 
the last three or four years, so as to find out, 
among other things, how many were dismissed 
because the plaintiff failed to prosecute, in 


how many judgment was for the plaintiff be- 


cause the defendant did not have a leg to 
stand on and should not have forced the 
plaintiff to sue him, and also bow many of the 
suits were for such small sums as to make it 
an absurdity that the time of a higher court 
should be taken up with them. Having this 
information, which should be secured before 
enything is done, it will be easy to tell whether 
it is true that the present system is one which 
invites to enter the courts every man who 
does not wish to pay his just debts or who 
wishes to annoy others with frivolous litiga- 
tion. If the present system of low fees has 
such consequences, then increase the fees in- 
stead of adding more Judges and at the same 
time keeping the doors of the courte open to 
persons who should not enter them. 

It is proposed to give to the million and 
three-quarters people of this county thirty 
Circuit and Superior Judges. There are in 
England and Wales 29,000,000 people. A hun- 
dred Judges, including those of the county 
courts, are able to attend to their litigation. 
As the principles of the jurisprudence of the 


two countries are alike, and as life, liberty, | 


and property are about as safe in England as 
they are here, it might be well to inquire why . 
it is that so few Judges are needed there and 
so many here. Of course one great reason is 
that certain petty cases do not find their way 

into the higher courts. That raises the 2 
tion why they should here. 

Of course this plan of electing more Judges 
is the simplest one. It commends itself to 
lawyers who would like good. places. But 
what should be done is to make a thorough, 
exhaustive examination of all the questions 
involved, so as to see if a change cannot be 
made which will work a radical cure: of the 
evils which exist here. 


GIVE THE GIRLS A CHANCE, | 

The Committee on Appropriations of the 
House of Representatives has reported favor- 
ably on the bill introduced by Representative 
Herdman to establish a State Reform School 
for girls and to appropriate $75,000 therefor. 
It is not creditable to the State that it has 
been for so many years without such an insti- 
tution, and that while it has done a little in a 
half-hearted way for the reform of boys it has 
done nothing for that of giris. 

The bili as introduced provided for an ap- 
propriation of $100,000 to buy from 20 to 
120 acres of land and erect and fit up a build - 
ing, the site to be selected’ and buildings put 
up by a board of seven trustees. The com- 
mittee cut down the appropriation a quarter, 


fearing perhaps that to give more might injure 


the reputation for economy of this, the first 
Democratic Legislature. A great deal cap be 
done with $75,000, however, if good trustees 
are chosen. 

When the permanent or rented buildings are 
ready it is intended to send there all girls be- 
tween 10 and 16 convicted by a court of record 
of any offense which if committed by an adult 
would be punishable by imprisonment in jail 
or penitentiary. The girls must not be sent to 
the Reform School for a term of less than one 


year nor beyond minority. Girls between 10 |- 


and 16 convicted of a misdemeanor by any 
Police Magistrate also may be sent to the 
school. Any person committed under this 
law may be discharged by the Governor or the 
trustees whenever they think the girl is so 
good as tu deserve freedom or so bad as to 
demoralize others. 

It is made the duty of the trustees to see 
that the girls in their charge are instructed in 
such branches of useful knowledge as are 
suited to their years and capacity, and are 
taught sewing, knitting, and housekeeping in 
all its branches. When possible they are to 
be put in the homes ci good citizens who will 
adopt them or bound out as apprentices or 
servants during minority. If this be done the 
trustees must keep an eye on the children and 
see that they are not ill-treated. It is pro- 
vided also tiat the trustees may appoint one 
or more suitable persons in each county, with- 
out pay, to aid the former m getting good . 
homes for girla, Four of the seven trustees 
are to be women, and also the superintendent 
of the school and all other officers. 

There is great need of an institution which 
will do what is contemplated by this bill. 
This city alone could fill a goud-sized one. If 
managed by competent persons thousands of
